Affertions either are, 
or ought to be out of the Queftion on both Sides ; 
for as there never was an Adminiftration which did 
not pretend to be in the Right, fo there never was an 
Oppofition thar acknowledged itfelf to be in the 
Wrong: Pompous Panegyricks are no Evidence on 
the one Side, and confequently the moft labour'd Ia- 
vectives are no Proofs on the other; yet there is this 
Difference, the Generality of Mankind feldom liften 
with Patience to any Panegyrick ; and on the other 
hand, feldom retufe their Attention to any Invective ; 
thisis a Fa@t notorioufly true, and mult ever remain 
fo, while, with refpeét to the Multitude, the Weak 
and the Wicked are, beyond Comparifon, more nu- 
merous than the Underftanding and the Honeft , and 
how long this has been the Cafe, or how long it will 
continue fo, let the ingenious Craft/men and Common- 
Senfemen inform us; for that it hath been long fo 
Hiltory informs us ; and that it is at prefent fo, the 
Oracles of the Malecontents themfelves confels, in 
complaining of general Corruption. What J have 
Jhitherto advanced therefore is Truth, and muft be, 
allowed to be Truth, unkefs Truth becomes Falfhood 
when not in the Mouth of a Malecontenr. : 

Tue ingenious Author of the Craft/man of this 
Day, is pleafed to treat thofe who have exprefled no 
good Opinions of his Writings, in his ufual Manner ; 
that is, faucily, and without offering any thing to 
yutify che ill Language he givesthem.

lace he takes it for ened thar the People are with

and I think I have offer’d better Authority ia Support 
of my Opinion, than he hath done to eftablifh 
his; for, in Truth, he offers only hisown ; and that 
a Man fhould be Judge in his own Caule, is a 
Maxim to be icarned in no Court but that of the 
Craft{man. 

As to the fecond Head : That it is the Duty of pub- 
lick Writers to fubmit, when it appears that the Majority 
of the People is againft them. his the Craft{man 
afferts, and I deny; but before I proceed to offcr 
my Reafons on this Head, I beg Leave to put the 
Reader in Mind, that I have alrcady thewn this is 
not the prefent Cafe, and that therefore no Con- 
fequences can be drawn in Relation thereto, from 
what I fhall advance upon this Subje&. This being 

remifed, I proceed to lay it down as a thing not to 
be doubted, that Truth ts to be maintain’d, Reafon 
to be afferted, and Virtue vindicated, tho’ the Many, 
the Multirude, the Town, the Publick, the People, 
&%c. fhould be, as they have often been, on the Side 
of Falfhood, Folly and-Vice ; and tho’ they fhould 
have Preachers ready to fupport them with decla- 
matory Orations in favour of their darling Topicks, in- 
terfpers’d with fhrew’d Strokes of Wit and Satire on 
the incorrigible Dullnefs, the unbearable Infolence of 
fuch as prefume to doubt the Omnifcicns of our ‘o- 
vereign Lords the People. He who thinks to a right 
Purpofe, imploys his Thoughts to diftinguifh Truth ; 
he who fpeaks with an honeft Intention, delivers 
that which his Reafon induces him to believe Truth ; 
he who acts upon right Principles, doth that which 
to him appears morally Good ; and this mutt be his 
Condué in refpeét to Thinking, Acting, and Speak- 
jog, whatever the Behaviour of the World ma 
be. To aflert the contrary of this, is to eftabli 
Fraud for Wifdom, Diffimulation as the Duty of an 
intelli Perfon. We know whoit was that faid, 
The Whole need not a Phyfician, but thofe whe are Sick. 
This cannot be a right Maxim in Divinity, if it be 
not fo in Politicks; Becaufe it becomes a good Man 
to endeavour the Salvation of his —— in tem- 
poral as well as {pirirual Concerns. The more com- 
mon an Error is, the more dangerous it is, and to 
encounter Danger, not for our own Good, but for the 
Good of others, was ever held to be gencrous, difin- 
terefted and glorious. On the other Side, the Pofi- 
tion of this Writer, I mean the Letter Writer in the 
Craft{man of this Day, is fhockingly vicious, and 
glaringly abfurd. It it be right to join the common 
Cry, and to concur with whatever appears to be ap- 
plauded by the Voice of the People, then St. Peter 
ought to have Repented of his Repentance, for accord- 
ing to this Gentleman's Logick, he was perteCly 
right, when he denied his Mafer.
